Their true form cannot be 
grasped by mortal beings and may be 
interpreted differently by different 
individuals/species, with others creating 
a collective delusion of their form. These

« Alien Mind: The inner workings of a Cosmic Horror's mind differ greatly from 


what could be considered "normal" or "sane" by the standards of most living 


things. 


Contagious Influence: Cosmic Horrors can taint those around them with a 


physio-psychoactive influence that can twist and warp their very appearance 


and mindset to whatever the individual desires. 


Fanaticism Inducement: Cosmic Horrors can induce fanaticism, the belief in 


something with uncritical zeal, or with an obsessive enthusiasm. 


Incomprehensible Form: Cosmic Horrors possess true forms that others 


cannot grasp with their mind.

Known Cosmic Horrors 


« The Outer Gods (Beings of vast powers when compared to the others ‘god’ is an 


appropriate term, these beings are akin to a royal family among the Cosmic Horrors.) 


« Gaunter O'Dimm (Theorized) 


« Sargoranophfi, The Loathed Extinguisher of the Tyrannical Source aka Albrihron 


(Changed from a Grigori to a Grigori-Cosmic Horror hybrid, he effectively ended 


the reign of the Elohim by sealing away the Prime Elohim as well as the Grigori of 


Magic, started the Archfey Kingdom of the Golden Oak Forest, then entered 


hibernation to metamorphize into a Grigori/larval Outer God hybrid.) 


« Yrrhedes ("*Outer* God of Demons", The Prime Demon, it is not known at this 


time if he was banished or if he exists in the realm of Hell.) 

« Zsch-Kar, The Emporer (The Cosmic Horror equivalent to ‘The Source’, the Prime 
Cosmic Horror, parent of Isqua'Smantal and Zulthembl. Zsch-Kar was 
banished to the fringes of the Yottaverse at the end of the Elohim-Cosmic 


Horror War.) 


* Isgua'Smantal, The Sovereign (Banished to the fringes of the Yottaverse) 
« Zutthembt the Matevelent Cemmander (Killed by 'The Source’, it was his 


death that signaled the Elohim winning the Elohim-Cosmic Horror War.) 


« Thanitharzat, The Commander (Child of Zulthembl, banished to the 
fringes of the Yottaverse, actively works to lead the Cosmic Horrors 
back into the Verses and seek revenge for the death of his father. 
Thanitharzat is also the father of Sargoranophfl, the larval Outer God 
that is fusing itself with the Grigori, Albrihron.) 


e Great Old Ones 


e Alengremyak—the Storm (Killed and ‘The Source’ used a echo of their power to 


create the element of Air, and its elemental plane.) 


e Tuluth, The Begotten Thunder (Child of Alengremyak, banished to the 


fringes of the Yottaverse. Works with S'Gah-Zab to return to power.) 


¢ D'Hargahtt that Usurped the Sun (Killed by the God of the Akeros and it's body 


was used as fuel for the stars of worlds without life.) 
Stlanitherath, The Pestilent Discord (Banished to the fringes of the Yottaverse, 
and an echo of its power is what gives Pestae their powers over pestilence and 


disease.) 


e Earkorlidipar, The Man-Eater (Banished by Asherah to the fringes of the 
Yottaverse) 

* Gra-Limer the Dutt Bleedsucker (Child of Stalnitherath, killed by ‘The 
Source’. But sire of the Vampire races. The Elohim purified their bloodlines 
of the taint of the Cosmic Horrors, some truly ancient High Vampires still 


worship Gna-Limer however.) 


Takarneph, The Sublime Digger That Reigns (Banished to the fringes of the 
Yottaverse and ‘The Source’ used an echo of their power to create the element 
of Earth, and its elemental plane.) 

Th-Shath, The Phaser of the Mind (Banished to the fringes of the Yottaverse and 
‘The Source’ used a echo of their power to create the element of Aether, and its 


elemental plane.) 


e Um'Hrdaph'Na, The Master Sin (Banished to the fringes of the Yottaverse, 
this Cosmic Horror whispers into the mind of religious fanatics about the 


concepts of sin.) 


Ximeshassanth The Flame of the Khemaami-! (Killed by the 'The Source’ who 
used a echo of their power to create the element of Fire, and its elemental 


plane.) 


« Cthugha, the Living Flame (Child of Ximeshassanth, banished by Asherah 
and 'The Source’ to the fringes of the Yottaverse. Later, almost summoned 
by a Eternal Fire fanatic but his portal was closed through the efforts of 
the witcher Adalwulf of Aedirn, and the bard Aine aep Avuffu.) 

* S'Gah-Zab, The Smouldering Ignitor (Child of Ximeshassanth, banished to 


the fringes of the Yottaverse. Works with Tuluth to return to power.) 


+ Zo-Kag-the Fypheen (Killed by the ‘The Source’ who used a echo of their power 


to create the element of Water, and its elemental plane.) 


* Dagon (Child of Zo-Kag, deity of the Deep Ones, the Prime ancient 
Vodyanoy, a Great Old One, and part of the Vodyan pantheon. Present in 
the World.) 

Haakom, The Envious Ocean That Gathers (Child of Zo-Kag and twin of 
Yindishadonio, The Smothering Ocean of the Wastelands, together 
with its twin, these beings stripped the world of Ddiddiwedht of most of its 


life, it was banished to the fringes of the Yottaverse) 


¢ Xicllaniparan, The Abysmal Tundra of the Moper (Child of Zo-Kag, creator of 
the force known as ‘The White Frost’, banished to the fringes of the 
Yottaverse and 'The Source' used a echo of their power to create the 
para-element of ice, and its elemental plane.) 
Yindishadonio, The Smothering Ocean of the Wastelands (Child of Zo-Kag 
and twin of Haakom, The Envious Ocean that Gathers, together with its 
twin, these beings stripped the world of Ddiddiwedht of most of its life, it 


was banished to the fringes of the Yottaverse) 


e Lesser Old Ones 


e Cthaqqua Luth, The Overseer (A Cosmic Horror that oversees the slaves of the 

Cosmic Horrors in their projects across the Multiverse.) 
D'Hoomaumis, The Vampiric Witch of the Finder (A child of Gna-Limer who was 
purified by the Elohim, becoming the Prime High Vampire that served as the 
ancestor of the High Vampires that would divide into the tribes of Gharasham, 
Ammurun and Tdet) 
Kotheem'Ha, The Helper (A Cosmic Horror that looks like a non-human which 
acts as an assistant to other Cosmic Horrors, never dealing directly with helping 
an entity but recruits cultists, finds artifacts, etc.) 
Nagnos, The Seducer (A child of Gna-Limer who was purified by the Elohim, 
becoming the Prime Bruxa that served as the ancestor of the following vampire 
species.)
